GENERAL PALMER'S SPEECH 

TO T1IK 

of Louisville. 



GENKRAL Palm f.b said : I have lx-eii in- 
vited this eveniiig to address the colored 
people of r^oui^ville, and have etmsenied. 
Willi the hope that 1 might benefit tuem it: 
doing so. 1 supp ose that th- reason I have 
been iuxited to addre-s y«,u is. tint I hear 
an «>lti< ial r/-!:itiou to ihe people ol'the Stule 
of Kentin ky, and not L»ecau^e it is supposed 
that any advice or instruction tiiat J roulo 
give y.>u in my own jarsonal npaaftj 
would he of service to you. 

Tin- proviu'o of so large a number of the 
r.-.i people of the city of Louisville here 
to-night, satisfies ine that they lVel that th< 
aubj- ft 10 l»e discuss. «d is one that interests 
then. They otnnol la? blind to the greal 
fact tliHi thi^ v. ar, and the i>olitical change 
'•••i,-. -.pieut upon the war, are calculated to 
affect not only the white jieople oi this 
country, 1 >ut to affect themselves in a very 
important and interesting sen-e. 

A Utile over lour years ago, men of ah 
parlies in I his country in their eagerness to 
avo,.l l)lo.>dshcd and strife, were pled^in^ 
themselves to the perpetual slavery of your 
M In tlie North, and over the South, po- 
litical ponies were agreed in their assu- 
rances thai no possible result of elections 
could inJuw them to inteifere for the free- 
dom of thi* black man. Under that ;•: .)" 
Mr. Lincoln was elected to the Presidency 
ortbi- L'uited States. The jKHjple of the 
Southern States who were interested in 
the ownership of slaves, blindly and fool- 
ishly re-fused and disregarded that pledge. 
Noiu i< hsiauding the assurances of all Qm 
men oi th< \ >iin who voted for Abraham 
l.iuooln, that he would raise no hand for 
the deli veranco of the black man from bon- 
dage in th»- States where slaverv was al- 
ready established, the people of the South 
MOO \ed to make war upon him ami upon 
th*" Government represented by him. 

Iutinii- wisdom has, however, overruled 
the counsels of the men who were pledged 
to ih<- perpetuation of slavery, controlled 
the jjr-at events of the times, and you a»e 
here to-night so attVcted by the great politi- 
cal changes that many of you are free men 
and women. About two vears ago Mr. 
Lincoln issued his Proclamation of Eman- 
cipation. The whole country was startled 
at what whs supposed to be his radical pol- 
icy. Soon after colored men were received 
iuio the army as soldiers. Many supposed 
that they woiiUl not make yowl soldiers, 
and the great problem was what, what 
should be done with the colored men, made 
free by the Proclamation of January 1, 
1h»v>. Events rapidly tra aspired affecting 
your condition aft -r you were admitted 
into th* army as soldiers. Your people 
fought in the battles of the country, and by 
fighting well established the fact that black 
men could and would tight as well as white 
men. (Applause ., On many bloody fields 
in this war you have bravely demonstrated 
the fact that there is beneath the skin of a 
colored man tit attributes of manhood. 

On the 3d day of March, lsoo, Congress 
declared that the wives ami children ot col- 
ored soldiers should DO free aud thev are 
now free, [proloog<«d cheering.] 
I have thus briefly trac d the 
events that have brought you to 
lations imposed upon you by another order 
of things; lor which none of us are responsi- 
ble— aud for which none of us deserve the 
credit. Thev are the result of movements 
entirelv above and beyond our control; and 
these changes make it entirely proper that 
men who are soldiers, and who recognize 
the colored soldier as a man, shall speak to 
them in the. language of truth and sinceri- 
ty. 1 .-.me here to do that thing— I came 
to say that the American nation of more 
than 3«).0lK»,(JOo of people now recognize the 
manhood of the colored eoldier, inviting 
bim to take upon himself the responsibility 
of that position and of all that grows out ol 
bis position in the ranks. In other times 
and under other circumstances, the free- 
dom of three or four millions of people, 
would be regarded as no trifling event in 
history.

■ boo man, and when we talk about put- 
ting the musket into the hands of the 
soluier, few men real ze that fact. The 
rfoldier with his musket in his hand is a 
bOO told tor Of 0 free g> vet nment [applause;] 
and when he took upon himself that obliga- 
tion, he as umed more than that of a color- 
ed soldier or white soldier who has taken 
fiart in the battles of our country. You 
must rememloer that fighting is the smallest 
part of the duty of the soldier; to face an 
enemy upon the battle field is not the se- 
vereM test ot inauhood. Aud you, colored 
men, who have fought iu the armies of the 
country, who have faced the men who seek 

I to overthrow our free government, have not 
yet reached the highest duties of manhood. 
Ik-cause the consequence of j'our position 
in the army has made your wives and 
children free, [cheers] and t7/'tr devolves 
upon you the highest duty of manhood— 
the duty of providing for those whom you 
love. 

On the M day of March when the shackles 
were stricken from the arms of your wives 
and your children, the obligation of pm- 
riiliny tor them, of edncatiny them, of rear- 1 
ing them up for usefulness, was taken away j 
in in tin- masterand thrown upon you [cries 
of "good, good,'' and cheers.] When you | 
tirst went as soldiers into the army, lugi- : 
lives, perhaps, from masters who branded | 
you as slaves, aud fearing them far more 
than the probable foe you would encouu- : 
ier, you left your wives and children to the 
care of a master and you expected that mas- J 
Ler to furnish them food and clothing, but j 
when the Government declared your wives | 
and children free, the fiovernment at the j 
same time relieved the master from the r>- ; 
spousibility of providing for them. To-day 
your wives and daughters have no mistresses i 
and your sons have no masters ["goo , | 
good.''] You are the natural and only pro- j 
if. :ors of v our own families, and the mas- 
ter is discharged from the obligation of their 
wants, while you colored soldiers are under 
the same obligations to provide for the 
wai ls of your free wife and children, that 
other men' are and you have no right to dis- 
regard tuem, aud the man who has had hi> 
wife and chihir. n giveu to him is less thin 
a man, if lVeling the resiKjnsibilily of the 
new position, he does not at once c:>uiineucc 
the work of providing for them. 

The Government furnishes you a musket 
for its oa-H purposes. It furnishes yout 
clothing for. you/- purposes aud pa vs' you 
ihat you may contribute for the support of 
your* OOnOJ and of your c/ultlrcn, aud you 
are bound to do so [voices, that's so.] Any 
colored man just now fresh from slavery, 
iust n stored to freedom, just placed in pos- 
■OOMVm of his wife and children that will 
tritle his money away lor gewgaws or ex- 
— es and dissipation and leave destitute a 
■rift and children given to him by a heueh- 
eient Government, ought to have the blue 
torn trom I is back, [applause.] I haveMiis 
one thing to say to you. Under the laws ol 
the country you receive your pay at stated 
intervals. The Government furnishes you 
with clothing, la'tter than you have ever 
w orn in your lives, [cheers.] far more noble 
and beautiful, and more comfortable than 
you haveevei had in your lives. The pa.\ 
.riven you is so much more thau adequate 
to your wants, that the women and chil- 
dren out to have almost every dollar of it, 
.cries, "that's so."] That is not all. Jusl 
now your condition is one that interests 
everybody. 

Those much abu-ed people at the Xorlh 
called Abolitionists, who have borne so 
much for your sake, (and they are now the 
verv men \v ho stand by the Government, 
which is called an Abolition Government,) 
after having struggled and given you liber- 
fjr, will feel that you are under the same obli- 
gation to provide for J ourselves that SOOfJ 

• .they man, woman and child in the 0OOM- 
trj - Now what is your dut\? What wiii 
poo do with too children who have been 
tokoa fr.-m their masters and given to you ? 
Will you leave them neglected; leave them 
to grow up in idleness aud \ ice? No! you 
iNOOt educate them. [«'iies, "good, good!''l 
So people in the world can la? madu free 
against tlx lr own consent. The Govern- 
ment may change your masters; that is to 
*ay, it may declare that Mr. A., who owned 
you last month shall net own you to day, 
but if your children grow up iu vice and 
ignorance they will tind a master them- 
selves, for the ignorant and idle are in a 
greater or less tie. r^e the slaves of those 

■ ho are intelligent, energetic and industri- 
ous. 

If you want your children, therefore, to 
» tri e, you must prepare them for bOO- 
liOtn, if ft takes the la-i dollar you have. 
You must teach them hooks, truth, justice, 
sobriety, diligence, aud religion. Protect 
i In n i us tar a~ you aro able from vice, and 
see that they conform to the laws ot the 
oountry. Thi/se laws may to-day be some- 
what oppressive, but you will teach them 
to contorm to the law as it is, realizh g tiiat 
the progress of events and time will at last 
vindicate itself, ["Good, good."] and that in 
the providehoe of God the right thing w ill 
be done at lost. [Cheers.] Do not he impa- 
tient. I repeat again that no people Were 
BOOT kepi bOO. They must keep themselves 
free. That is one 'of the laws of nature, 
aud y ou cannot disregard it. Now, in re- 
gard to two other classes of colored persons. 
You are living iu Louisville, a city of my 
native State, where there is much prejudice 
against colored men, and where the laws 
are strangely oppressive. Fifty years hence 
Christian men aud women will wonder 
h »\v it ever came to be so understood that 
OHM and women, who are supi>oaed to be 

• ■•■mprehended within the pale ot a com- 
mon Christianity, were deuied the com- 
monest rights of mankind. They will 
wonder at it. ' 

JJut these prejudices exist, and it is not 
worth your oroilo or desirable that you 
should struggle against them. It is only 
enougn that you strive to be honest meu 
and women. It is enough that you teach 
your children industry and prudence and 
.hrift, and you can afford to wait aud let 
these things solve themselves. 

Tnen to the colored persons not in the ar- 
my, your duty is very simple. Remember 
i bat the family relation is the foundation of 
all virtue. We were created by a Being in- 
linitely wise in all his dispositions, and one 
of the wisest bestowals is that of the fami- 
ly relation— the husband and wife— and 
ihat the father and mother should live to- 
gether virtuously and rear their children 
virtuously. Without that, virtue, publicor 
; iriv tit e, is impossible. You people then, 
you men and women, remember that your 
highest earthly mission is to rear yourchil- 
dreu up in the way' of virtue and industry. 
The great lesson to be loarned by j'ou is to 
appieciate these blessings as they deserve, 
and your duty is to perform your part in 
this new relation thrown upon you by the 
..vs, and every step you take iu rearing up 
your children virtuously and properly, is a 
long step in the right direction; aud if you 
tail in this, then the blessing of liberty is 
thrown away upon you, because liberty is 
like a great many other good gifts.in hands 
that know how to employ it, it is a boon be- 
yond description; but iu the hands of those 
who I u 1 to appreciate it, it i s moie fre- 
quently a curse than a blessing. 

Lot me repeat again w hat 1 have before 
said, the Government has made the colored 
soldier free. You will probably say that it 
was his right to be free, that according to the 
laws of God he was free. We deal with 
• hi ngs as we find them. He was not free 
before. He iB free now. [Cheers.] That 
gives the government a strong claim upon 
his Rervi.es. Four years ago when this 
war began the Government had no claim 
up >n the colored man. Ii was only when 
\braham Lincoln issued that proclamation 
Of Ireedoin, which next to that declaration 
heard by the angels upon the plains of 
Bethlehem, w ill stand out in history as the 
mr>?t remarkable document ever chroni- 
cled. The angels sang at the birth of our 
Savior, "Peace on earth and good will to 
men." Abraham Lincoln's proclamation 
will spread joy throughout the whole of this 
country, and we can thank God for that. 
[Applause.] The moment that proclama- 
tion went forth triumphantly all over this 
land it summoned up all the energies of the 
black man. No man should give such un- 
swerving, unfaltering devotion, as the black 
man, because bv irlviuir you vour wivua 
and ehliurvu it acquired * elaittT upuu all of 



you, and it asks in return that you will as- 
sist to tight its battles, and that those of you 
who do not fight will labor for the spread- 
ing of intelligence and virtue among j T our 
race. You could always work for your 
masters, but now you must work with re- 
DOWOd diligence for j-ourselves. A lazy, 
idle, worthless a dored man now ought to 
l)e kicked by every hoot in this audience. 
'Great laughter and applause.] Any oue 
wiio fails to be temperate, energetic and in- 
dustrious is more the enemy of the black- 
man than was the slave trader who br /light 
your ancestors across the Atlantic. 

Another thing, you owe td yourselve-: 
union— union of purpose and union of effort. 
A voice: "hear, hear."] Do not allow any 
side question to come in and disturb your 
high resolves. You men who are worth 
liberty must have the firm hope of win- 
ning flie n.tional blessings of freedom for 
yourselves and children. You will tind oc- 
casions enough to differ. I cannot say 
where they w ill be; I do not know, but such 
is the fact." There are men enough who will 
whisper curses of division, and strive to 
distract j our associations, your friendships, 
your prejudices, j-our religious associations, 
and excite religious differences; but remem- 
ber there is ono rule of morality higher 
than all others, and that is, that you shall 
struggle for the spread of freedom and in- 
telligence among your own race. You are 
strangers in a strange land, excluded from 
the institutions of the country, from the 
paths of other people. If you halt or quar- 
rel about of trifles, "you are limply 
jeopardising the hli—ingi given to you. 

Stand together. [Cheers.] Remember that 
the tirst claims upon you are the claims of 
your own ntoojoot delivered from captivity 
and bondage. If you ditler iu opinion, let 
each man yield something to the other. 

K'-ineinlw r the great object of your strug- 
gle is only partially accomplished. That is 
one lesson lor you men to learn. Another 
thing, there is m the city of Louisville a 
spirit of popular prejudice against you. 
There are those who think that any Onort 
upon y u r poll to niaUe yourselves decern 
ought lobe resisted. [vomOb, {'i hat's so."] 
iust ;:s long as colored man will g.-t drunk 
around the corner grocery and work for his 
whisky, he is a good fellow, [laughter] but 
the moment !>•' struggles to earn a gotai 
dinner, or c othes tor his wife antl children, 
h • is | M oluck up nigger," [shouts of laugh- 
ter.] Well, thid prejudice you will liini 
•very where. Now to meet that I have al- 
ready advised unity, and I now advise in 
addition to that, firmness. What do 1 mean 
by firmness? That you shall resist these 
popular prejudices?" No, If by resistant 
II meant any attempt at disregarding the 
laws of the country. I will tell you how to 
reotet. If men pursue you.with prejudices, 
you are to be more industrious than yotti 
neighbors, more moral than j'our neigh- 
•ors, more thoughtful, more temjK?rate, and 
in all re-pec's, distinguish yourself as an 
• no .st, patient man and a good citizen. 
You can leave the result in the hands ol 
Providence: and obnoxious laws and pop- 
ular prejudices will all give way the ver\ 
moment your resistance iu the manner J 
have indicated demands it. 

A man may. on the street, treat you ver\ 
badly; and you w ill find that to be'true, for 
I have learn. . 1 in the course of my lifetime 
toot men's prejudices on this subject are id 
precise proportion to their ignorance. 1 
never found an intelligent, well-educated 
^entlemau, but was perfectly willing that a 
• lored man should have all that he earned 
—• fair day's wages for a fair day's work, 
if he buy a pair of pantaloons or a coat, he 
is perfectly willing that he should wear 
i hem; and the only men I have ever found 
who questioned his right to do so were loaf- 
ers aud blackguards. 

You will have this thing to encounter, 
but you are to overcome it by the patient, 
earnest firmness of honest, industrious men 
That is all you can do; and that is enough. 
1 nod ibis to be true: Ihat there are a great 
many men in Illinois and Kentucky who 
feel ihat this great problem of changing the 
relations of the colored and white races is 
very serions. Some regard thc-e movements 
as the workings of Providence, and look on, 
irustful and hojadul, anticipating with 
some satisfaction the time when all your 
people will be placed in a condition to earn 
!i"ir bread with their own labor, to give to 
their wives; and children. 

others feel that father Abraham has in 
some degree made a great blunder, and re- 
gard it as a great and grievous pill that th' 
negro shall be fiee. [Loud cheering.] 
Quietly and calmly go on and workout 
your own redemption. It does not follow 
that, because you 110 SOI > lilt iud I am 
master, you • situation is to be one of hu- 
mility. I mean the man who pays and the 
man who serves. These are the natural n - 
lations. No man can black all the boots in 
the world, hence there must he a great 
many men to Mock boots. No man can 
shave all the faces iu the world, hence 
ihere must bo a great many I arbers. No 
man can build a great many houses in the 
world, hence there must be a great many 
ciirpeuiers. In the very order of things the 
employments of society are divided amoiiji 
us all. If we were all generals it would be 
hard to bring about a good battle, for w< 
should not have a soldier to tight. If we 
were all Presidents father Abraham could 
not hove issued the Emancipation Procla- 
mation, for I believe that the Almighty bad 
as much do in the choice of Abraham as he 
bod in calling Moses from Egypt. It does 
not follow, therefore, that these relations 
which you bear to society are necessarily in- 
jurious to you or beneficial to other people. 
It wid over be so as ong as the world lasts, 
ihat men shall work; and the man who has 
no money shall work for the man who has 
money, and the only change in your condi- 
tion is this: that you have always been 
working for those who have money wit h- 
ui pay that your children ungh't have 
money/ 

The condition now is if you work for those 
who have money, after a while you will 
have some money yourselves. « That money 
■rill go to your children if you do not waste 
it. And this relaticn of master aud servant 
in the sense I have described it will always 
exist, aud in itself there is nothing mis- 
chievous. The man who makes money will 
be r o o p eoted. We talk about poor meu and 
rich men. There is no one here but what 
knows the difference between the respect 
paid them. There aiesuch things in Louis- 
vill as poor black men and rich black men. 
If be hooo pocket full of money one half 
of the people call him Mr. [Laughter.j They 
will call you Tom, Jack, Bill or Joe, bul 
get titty thousand dollars ahd they will call 
you Mr. Smith, or whatever your name is. 
You must be civil — struggle ou in the man- 
ner 1 have suggested and you will win, ami 
after a while, w en you get rid of the con- 
dition whi oh slavery has thrown around 
you, will have a satisfactory position in 
society, which is all that man necessa- 
rily requires, that of owning one's 
own wife, owning one's own chil 
dren or one's own home, with the 
right to sleep at home, go abroad and re- 
turn when it satisfies onesself without the 
crack of the whip to control him in one di- 
rect ion or another [cheers.] Now I believe 
I have said all that I have to say. I feel 
that this is the tirst time in the history of 
this country when a General representing 
the Government has call, d together colored 
people to address them; and the reason I 
do it is because I want you to under-tand 
that the policy of this measure of the Ad- 
inlnistratieu," is in your band. A great 
many men say that negroes— "niggers" 
you know, are not lit for freedom. Well, a 
great many of good people in Kentucky 
aud the North, say that they are. It de- 
pends upon you then which opinion shall 
prove false. If those men who have said 
that you are unfit for freedom, find you 
idle, disregarding your duties as husbands 
and wives, these men will find themselves 
right and the other men wrong. 

It is, therefore, a matter of great impor- 
tance to the Government and the good peo- 
ple who have been struggling in your cause 
that you show, by your conduct, that you 
deserve all the efforts made for you. And 
my reason for addressing you at all was to 
draw your attention to this fact. Has it 
ever occurred to you, colored men, that, in 
setting you free, the Government has as- 
sumed an iaunenae responsibility. The late 
not of Congress will free at least twenty 



thousand women and children in the State 
of Kentucky. They will leave their mas- 
ters and mistresses almost as naked as they 
were when born. They have no property— 
not oue cent. It will be the example of a 
race of twenty or thirty thousand peo pie 
who have been at work al their lives, en- 
tering upon a new state of existence with- 
out a single dollar with which to begin life. 
You see, too, that these helpless women and 
children may not be able to provide for 
IllfiomlTfe Now, what have you colored 
men to do? [A voice— "Take them and do 
the bes;t we can."] That is manly, at all 
events, but you must recollect that this is 
entirely beyond your ability. The mo t 
vou can do is to assist in this work, and the 
Government will for a time assist you in 
that endeavor; but it cannot be so very long. 
It is not for your interest that you be long 
dependent upon the Government. You 
must solve the problem. Here, for example, 
there will be in the city of Louisville many 
hundreds of those people, and I believe that 
all of you who are free have as much 
as you can do to take care of your own 
wives and children. You have got then to 
devise some plau by which they may earn 
their own bread, and theTamily retation be 
preserved. There is still another class. The 
law does not free all the colored people of 
Kentucky. There' are some people— able- 
bodied onto In Louisville who have wives 
and children yet slaves and they are slaves 
themselves. I want to know if there is a 
rod man in Louisville who is a slave 
that means to hang around Louisville and 
black boots and remain until he dies a 
slave, when he may take up arms and enter 
the service of the Government? is there 
m able-bodied colored man in Louisville, 
w ith wife and children, who means to hang 
around Louisville to make money and 
spend it instead of being at liberty? If 
there is such a man in Louisville, I say 
again, he ought to have ^a boot on every 
street OOmor. [Cries of "that's so."] The 
Government tenders him this boon; this 
glorious privilege of manhood, striking the 
-hackles from the rists of his wife and chil- 
dren. If he is not equal to it he is unworthy 
the uanieof man. These are the plain truth's 
I wanted to tell you to-night. I wanted to 
see in the first place how a house full of 
colored people looked [laughter] to see if 
you were really awake to the demand of 
ihe hour; to see if there was in your eyes 
glimmeringfl of maubood. I have seen col- 
ored men light and, by the way, I ought to 
ell you that not only has the Goverument 
made colored men North free, but .Jell 
l> ivis iu the hour of his extremity has 
kindly consented to make his colored men 
(roe, [laughter] and the rebels who began 
diis war for slavery, arc Summoning these 
seme darkies to light the battles of the re- 
uellion, so that Jetl D.tvis is just as much of 
in abolitionist as is Abo Lincoln, [cheers] 
ind these good rebels in Louisville aud the 
State of Kentucky, who cannot bear the 
sight of an abolitionist who are to-day ad- 
vocating the policy of putting arms into the 
hands of these colored men down South, 
it proves the truth of the old saying that 
•thi white man is mighty uncertain and 
the nigger will run away."

The Louisville Journal has, for the last 
lour monlhs, written iu a considerably more 
iOOOnJ style than ever before. There is very 
little of that low, vapid, catching ut jokes, 
that accumulation of hard names, wanton 
insertions and ribaldry, in which the Jour- 
nal delighted In former years : such as 
marked the thirty-three so-called jokes up- 
ou Sterling Price's diarrhea, or tlie charges 
against .John Harney of teaching negro 
school at Sand Creek, Indiana, or denounced 
tne Secretary of a reading-room as a " pis- 
mire,'' because he had moved the exclusion 
of the Journal from his hies. 

The reason that since November, lt»G4, the 
Journal has been writteu in chasie lan- 
guage, and almost free from blackguardism 
aud brutality, lies iu the simple fact that it 
was since then advocated a pure, noble aud 
humane cause. It is true ihat it has dis- 
avowed, in its assaults upon slavery, in its 
advocacy of the Constitutional amendment, 
any higher grounds than mere ex- 
pediency; but with the peculiar training 
which its readers had received, this was 
perhaps the best course to be pursued, for 
many of them would have throwu the paper 
aside, and thus have become inaccessible to 
any further salutary influence, had it at 
once commenced to assail slavery, for what 
it really is, the sum of all villainies. 

But it seems that some one man is still al- 
lowed to scribble for the Journal, who is 
still befogged with that spirit of ribaldry and 
brutality, begot of the whisky still and 
slave pen, which pervaded the Journal iu 
former years. Once in a while I find tae 
discordant chirpings from some such indi- 
vidual, marring the even tone of the Jour- 
nal's editorials; but I have not since its 
happy conversion in November last seen as 
strong an instance as its article to-day on 
Calvin Fairbank. 

This man was held for twelve years in 
the Kentucky penitentiary for the so-called 
crime of slave stealing. His term of im- 
prisonment was fifteen, but by strenuous 
efforts of a few "radicals" in this city, his 
pardon was obtained a few months ago. 
He suites that he received during his cou- 
tlnomotti no less than o'/.OOO lashes, besides 
othor maltreatment from the underlings of 
tue peiiitentarv. 

The man who writes the blackguard ar- 
ticles lor the Journal tries to pooh p. oh this 
away : The fellow, he says, did uot get "a 
stripe too much." Our peniteutiary 
keeper- have always been "humaue, <fcc." 
lie had other crimes besides "slave stealing, 
charged and proved on him 4 " (which is un- 
true); and "he aided several slaves to es- 
cape." All this will not do. The genera- 
tion that abolishes slavery, can not and 
will not allow ihe tortures and sufferings of 
a man, whose only criino was, that he em- 
narked in the cause a little too soon, to be 
made matter for sport and cruel taunt. 
John Brown's actiou was more illegal than 
Calvin Fairbank's, and his name already 
Jiyes in song as the name of a hero, and 
"John Brown's body lies a mouldering in 
the grave" will live as a national song for 
centuries after the Louisville Journal is 
forgotten. The generation that will be 
bom after slavery is gone, will no more 
brand the name of John Brown or of Cal- 
vin Fairbank, if he too should be num- 
bered, as the names of criminals, because 
they violate the laws of Virginia or Ken- 
tucky, than Christendom denounces as 
criminals the martyrs who violated the 
laws of Nero and Diveletiau; no mo e than 
the present population of the Netherlands 
denounces the bold "Beggars" of Feeland, 
who defied the laws of Philip the Second. 

There is no particular good in opening up 
this subject of the conflict between the stat- 
ute book and the laws of justice and hu- 
manity, except for the purpose of harmon- 
izing them, by adapting the former to the 
latter. A statute under which a man can 
ba kicked and cuffed and kicked by the 
low bred underlings of a penitentiary — for 
the act ot which Fairbank was guilty— re- 

Iuires a deal of this harmonizing process.

Reliable evidence* has reached these head- 
quarters that emissaries of the rebel (iov- 
ninmrM are engaged in recruiting for their 
exhausted armies in the State of Kentucky. 
Appeals are again made to the young men 
of the BtMte to disregard their duty and 
risk their lives aud honor in a wrecked and 
desperate cause, while men who have de- 
serted the reliel service and are now peace- 
ably at their homes are required to rejoin 
th* ir nomnmnda, again encounter the perils 
of treason under i he threatened penalty of 
betrayal to the Federal authorities, who, 
they are tanghl te beliere, will treat them 
M OB laws and guerrillas. 

To counteract these efforts to mislead the 
men who have, in good faith, deserted the 
r. bi ! service, ai] deserters from the rebel 
armies, now m thtis Department, will, with- 
in thirty davs from date, report themselves 
to the Provost Marshal of the county in 
which they reside for registry. And all 
persons who may hereattor desert from the 
rebel armies and come into this Depart- 
ment will, within five days after their ar- 
rival report themselves for the same pur- 
pose. 

Provost Marshals will receive the report 
of all persons presenting themselves under 
this order, will register the name, age, resi- 
icn. e. and the particular military organi- 
MbYoa from which they have deserted.
